As an instance of the alleged ‘ poverty’ 
of the’ Imperial, or rather, atrictly speaking, 
the Empress Dowager’s Privy Purse, we 
may state (says the N.-C. Daily Neos) 
that a private ESsian dispatch fron 
a reliable sunree bears witness to the 
fact that a week prior to the departure of 
the Imperial travellers from Hsian a trusty 
officer of Yung Lu, a General named Ma, 
at the head of some 1,500 cavalry, escorted 
from that city nearly 700 large covered 
carts, filled to oterflowing with ~purcst+ 
silver sycee of standard weight, bound for 
Honan, where they are to he deposited in 
the Provincial Treasurer's sLrong rooms at 
Kniféng to await tho pleasave of the Em- 
press Dowager, ‘This very respectable 
‘purse’ of sycce is the sum total rf the 
loyal offerings—' tribute ’—of the various 
high Provincial and Metropolitan suthori- 
ties of the Empire, plus gifts from wealthy 
gentry anxious to purchase her Majesty's 
favour, and frum cashiered ex-ofticials who 
‘are still ambitious for public life, well- 
knowing that- the more valuable their 
presents the sooner will the opportunity ba 
given them to recoup themselves from tho 
hourds and gains of unlucky merchants aud 
traders. There have been many wild guess- 
es ab the total value of the treasure recently 
transferted from Hsian to K’aiféng, but 


apparently only those who are inmedistely 
concerned can give the proper answer. 
However, roughly speaking, it is alleged to 
amount to nearly ten millions of taele at 
the Teast, In addition te the above, there 
is still an almost continuous flow of money 
into the Empress Dowager’s Privy Parse, 
which for ‘the past three weeks hnd been 
striving from regions of the so-called 
provinces ofthe Empire in a succedsion of |! 
batches, each averaging some ton or a dozen 
Jarge carts, escorted mainly by wild-loc’ ing, 
dust-covored horsemen. Then again -we 
must. not forget the tidy ‘little’. treasure 
trove of six million tacls unearthed Jast 
winter from Eho Park, the Empress Dowa- 
ger’s favcurite retreat outside the. West 
gate of Peking, and claimcd-as ‘a poxtion 
of Ler Majesty's Privy Parse.’ :

GERMAN STEAMER IN 
TYPHOON. 


A Terrible Experience. 

The Nagasihi Press of the 14th inst. ro- 
ports :—Tho condition in which several 
sessels have arrived at thiy port within the 
last few duys testifios to the soverity of the 
recent typhoon in these waters, — The Ger- 
inan steamer Babelsberg, from Karatsu, on- 
tered this harbour on Wednesday morning 
in a storm-battered condition and the won- 
dor is how the enptain‘and crow managed to 
nagivate the vessel here. The Babelsbery 
left Karatsu on Saturday last with a cargo 
of coal for Manila, When avout 36 hours 
out, she was caught by the typhoon and had 
a terrible expericnee, She had on hoard 


3,400 tons of coal, a portion of which shiftcd 


during tho storin, causing the vessel to list. 
Had tho coat not been properly stowed on 
board at Karateu, it is very probable that 
tho-vessel. would not have weathered the 
typhoon. Heavy seas swept the ship from 
stem to stern ond the cabin windows on

As a Jus- 
tice of the Pence, he gave the public work 
of tho Colony a share of his time, aud a8 a 
Visiting Justice, he tcok nu active interest 
in all matters conneeicd with Victoria Gaol.

WRECK OF A JAPANESE 
' STEAMER. 


Great Loss of Life. 


Reports to hand (snys tho Wayesaki Press | 
of the 15th inat.) show that during the late 
storm a Japanese steamor Zsernhico-marn, 


Measrs Oknra-gumi of Tokio, Inden with 
railway materials, hecamo 4 total Joss, on 
her way to Taiwan, at the small uninbabit- 
ed island of Meshima, situated in the’soath- 
western part of the Goto Islands, about 5) 
miles from the latter, 

It is believed that the steamor encoun. 
tered the storm on the 7th inst , and, be- 
emning disabled, was blown ashore at tho 
above-named ivland, where sho was omush- 
ed te pieces, There was 50 men on bond, 
and except one quartermaster ail arc iniss- 
ing. On the 10th inst. & coral fisher of 
Fukuye, who happened to pasa the island, 
observed a man signajling. The man was 
taken off the island and brought into Fuku- 
ye, where the dinaster was immediately re- 
ported to tho Nagasaki Police Office.
